The Letter being thus aptly framed to the purpoſe, left delays might pevent the 
Tefign, he poſts away early the next mo:ning, and as Luck would have it, nets 
Impolito juſt coming out of his Uncles Gate; him he ſalutes, and with many Trins 
ges delivers him the Letter, telling him withal from whom he bzought it; which in⸗ 
deed he might have ſpared; fo2 he verily concluded upon the firſt ſight o the Super⸗ 

fcription, that it could be no other than Dorinda's Hand, and thence main tht 

Fs Contents, 
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Contents, had ſcarce (fo2 the Tranſpozt of Joy he ſem d to be in) Patience to open 
it, asking in the mean time Twenty Mueſtions, one upon the neck of another; to 
which, as far as convenient, the witty Hawkwood returned ſuitaule Anſwers ; But 
when he had opened ir, and perceived by Part what the Uhole meant, impatient of 
delay oz loſs of time, he embzaced the Meſſenger as in a paſſionate manner, and cryed 
pur, as in an Extaũie, O dear friend! how much am I beholden to thee, for bring- 
ing me this Happy News ! and how much may you hercafter expect of me for ycur 
Labour!

This kind ok Diſcourſe made the two Ruffians ſtare upon each other, as not know:

N this time the two pꝛetended Mirmidons being pꝛetty well recovered,and much 
recruited with good Dyet, Gaſpero was deſirous to be rid of their company, 
leſt by woꝛds they might let fall, the ſuppoſed Murther ſhould come to light: But 
then he conſidered, if they were abzoad, and hankered thereabout , it might be the 
fame thing; and therekoze, what to do in this caſe, he found himſelf at a loſs; bur 
conſidering ſomething mult be done, he at laſt came to a conclufion : That if they 
were ſent beyond the Seas, his fears would by their abſence be removed; and about 
this he reſolved to confer with them, not deſpairing to have it done with their own 
liking, fot that he found their foztune was as good in one place as another; and to 
have it better'd by a good Sum of Money, in a diſtant Country, might be acceptable. 
Noz (as Luck would have it) did they leſs jump in quill ; ko; juſt as he was debating 
this matter with himſelf, they came down to him, and belought him that he would 
diſmiſs them, fo: ttat-conſidering all the cireumſtances that attended the Jntreague, 
their long tarriance in his Houle might bꝛed a ſuſpition ; and that, although they 
were very leldome ſen, yet one oz other of the Servants might ſcatter wozds that 
mig t diſcover. them; and leing they were men of Foztune, if he coutd ſer „ 
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Sir Fohn-Havkwood, Knight, | 
oder Sta, ſo that when they tame there, they might have ſomething toſubC4& on, till 
they had oppoztuntty to recruit, it would do very well. This was on both hands 
agred on, without any further conttoverfie; and they making a vow never to return, 
unleſs fo;ced to it by ſome extraozdinary accident, he gave them (to be ſure that they 
ould go) a Bill to receive Fifty Spaniſh Dollers, at Bruxelles, in one of rhe-Flemiſh 
P}1ovinces, and ſomewhat to bear their Charges by the way; and ſo packing them 
on board an ourward-bound Ship, he lid his to Champions karewel. wh 
Thus as he ſuppoled) being revenged,and fred from all fear of diſcovery, he began 
to carreſs himſelf in his ſecurity ; yt lometimes, when he reflected on the imagined 
Tranſaction, he found a damp upon his Spirits; but moſtly in the night, fo2 thzough 
multitude of bufincls in the day he was diverted from it; but in the end a Comical 
accident fell out, that overwhelmed him with a thouſand fears;t was in this manner: 
It ſo happened, that Gaſpero having a pleaſajfit'Orchard, oꝛ Garden, belonging ts 
his Houſe, and it being in Auttimn when the pregnant Earth pꝛodutes the'effecs of 
her tæming labour in their kull perkettion; the Douvigiha, 62 Governante, (ko ſp E. 
may p2operly call the old Woman, who was his Houſe-keper) hearing her Daughter, 
a plump red headed wench, was to be married to a jolly blade,.a Coachman, her, fel: 
low-Servant, ſhe ſent in the Evening fo: her, when © Is was gone abzoad; whe⸗ 
ther ta gine her Jnftructions, oz to whit other purpoſe; Jlrade to the conftrugion of 
the Reader; but however, that ſhe might be moze charming to her Bꝛidegroom, che 
admoniched her to go to the Spꝛing in the Dichard; (61 rather, foz irs pleaſantneſs, 
might be termed a Fountain) and there to wath her ſelf, direcking her to unſtrip her 
. Celf, and leave her Clothes in an Arboz a littls beyond ir. The Wench tok this 
koꝛ a,kind'ofan-odd Þzank 3 but her Mother, fo2 "many weſghty reaſons, urging. ir, 
and the being favoured by the light ol the Mön, nd longer dilputed her Commands, 
who pꝛomiled to watch the mean while, that no body ſhould come in at the Garden? 
Gate to interrupt her, the Boy being gone out with his Malter; and as koz any other 
Invaſions; the doubted not, but the walls would lecture her againſt them; and lo the 
pzoceded to do what ſhe was commanded. | 18. 5447 9 NY 
Now it lo unluckilp fell out, that a poung fellow o the Town having by the help 
of a Ladder gotten over the Wall, to poſfels hiintelt᷑ ot᷑ ſome ok the delicate Fruit that 
grew in the Oꝛchard, &c. was at that very Juiture gotten upon à Tre that himg 
over the Spzing, with its [pꝛeading Rancher ches laden worth Frults, rin d with Uetmi⸗ 
lion and Gold; oz, as the Poet has it, in Relation tothe Garden of the Heſperides: 


With Golden Fruits the laden Boughs did bend; 
On whom a wakeful Dragon did attend. ct! 


Now whether the Fellow, who perceived the Tals approaching; had this whim in 
his Head, to fancy her the Dꝛagon that kept the Oꝛchard, J cubmit it to the Judg: 
ment ol the Reader. But ik this ſtoꝛy be true, (as J would not have you doubt jr; 
ſeing it is in Pꝛint) he lay ſting upon one of the hänches, not-only rill the untlag 
her ſelf, but when ſhe ent ren timeroullß by degrees, as either by reaſon. of her ming 
a ſtranger to the place, oꝛ fearing the depth, being nd great Artiſt, 1. cupp oe, 
kwimming on her Fate) a that he meant thereby not to cel all at onte; bat in the 
end growing bolder; che fell (the better to make quick: wok on t) to dathing patter⸗

fancying her to be Diana) he lets go his hold, and down he dzops, Apples and alt; 
giving a daſh as great as Jupiter's Logg, whom Æſop tells us, was rh:own to the 
Frogs, together wich the further account he gives of it in his Fable, &c. This 
ſudden noiſe not only troubled the Waters, but made the Laſs (like a River- 
Nymph> with dzopping Hair, diſozderly hanging, ſome on her Beaſts; and ſome on -- 
her Shoulders) haſte thence,t unmindful (thzough ſudden fear) of returning fo2 her 
Clothes, in her native Liveryof Hakednels, ſpzing out of the Fountain, and with 
ſped (not infcrivur to Attalanza ) haſte to the Houle fo; ſhelter, Now, as if Mik⸗ 
chief had this Night let all her Engines on wozk, the old Woman had jult let in 
Gaſpero, who (having ſent his Foot-Boy about further buſineſs > was returned 
alone; and had ſcarce entred the Hall-do2, and about to ſhut it, but in burſt the 
Wench upon him, and with the violence overthzew him, where he lay crying out koz 
help ; whilſt our Governante (to colour the buſineſs the better) letting her Candle 
dꝛop, (as you muſt ſuppoſe, thꝛough fear, though inded to hide her Daughters naked- 
neſs, till the eſcaped into ſom? coner of the Houle, ko; further relief ) : Whilft the - 
Governante, J ſap, having dꝛopped her Candle, came to his relief, and by woful er: 
perience, upon enquiry, found that his Guts (by reaſon. of the fright this Apparition - 
put him into) were fallen very low in his Bꝛeches; and further, that not only a 
deadly paleneſs. had covered hig Face, but he was taken with ſuch a fit of trembling; 
rhar his Joints fæmed oe no moze ule to cuppozt him, than if they had ben made of a 
MQuabing Pudding; Noz could ſhe in a long time Cthough ſhe ſtrove what in her 
lap) bzing him to his right Wits ; and when that Little Senſe he had left wag. 
returned, he ſtill trembled, and with a gnaſhing of his Teth, and a wild kind of a 
Countenance, deſired to he conveyed to a Couũn s Houſe of his, not far diſtant. from 
his own charging her withal; upon her Lite, not to ſay any thing of what che hav

Bag of Apples behind him, that plainly demonſtrated the purpoſe of his coming.

The old Moman having diſmilled her Daughter with Motherly @dvice, rela⸗ 
ting to Parriage-aitaics, and the Boy being by this time come ta kizy houſe, ſhe 
returned to her fozmer C harge, by the way framing an excuſe ko; her-abfence;cas who 
dotzbrg,bur w:m n habe ti em at their fingers ends on all otcallons, eſpetially Gover- 
gants ) Ag fo2 ge that dul ts this, let me tel im be ehe wap, it will de hardly 3 
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pig while to give himſelf an experimental ſatiskadſon, the matter being fo tom ⸗ 
mon. 

Gaſpero by this time being pꝛetty well recovered, and having refreſhed Himſelf, 
was perſwaded to go home, but he 'weuld by no means heaiken to it, fancying (it 
ſgms) that this naked Laſs was no other than the Gholt of Hawkwood, imagining 
in that conſternation, that the red Hair that hung in Rats-tails, by reaſon ok its 
being wet, to be the bloody Cuts and Slaſhes that had ben given to diſpatch him. 
Such powerful effects have fear to delude the Eyes and Senſes ; though it might 
pzobably happen, that (ro heighten the deluſion) the Laſs might though rhe fame

tiled to himſelf : UWhere J ſhall leave him, and return to young Hawkwood-; from 
whom cko2 the better conterture and pleaſantneſs of Hiſto2y in this kind) A have ben 
to long abſent. e | 
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How Dorinda, and the whole Family, were much troubled” at the ſudden departure 
of Hawkwood : And how he coming to an Inn on the Road, hears the Relation and 
Adventure of a blind Race; undertakes to lye in a haunted Chamber, and takes 

the ſupp-(ed Ghoſt Priſoner, and is well rewarded for his pains; | 


He Maſter of Hawkwood, and the whole Familr, (the fair Dorinda not -excep- 
« ted) being much troubled at his ſudden departure, ſent divers Mellengers after ' 
him, but they either miſſing the Road he went, oz being to low, returned no wiſer 
than they went; and being unſucceſsful in this, they began to-gueſs at the reaſon - 
of his going away; but though there were many Arguments,-pro and con, yet all 
came tho2t of the true reaſon; but Dorinda, who inded underſtood ſome part of it, 
tho ſcarcely the main buſineſs, yet wat ſhe knew,(fo2 fear of lame in not ſoner re⸗ 
vealing it) ſhe kept it to her ſelf: But moſt-of all, the Maid (who hoped-to gain his 
Love by her god Sertiices) lamented his abſegce. | 
Whilſt this concern foꝛ Hawkwood's abſence was at home, he was trudging the 
Road, oz wandzing though the unfrequented Weds, the better to avoid purſutr, 
till at length (weary and faint) he ſate-him down, and began ro lament his -misfo?- 
tune; but moſt of all, that he muſt be baniſhed from the fight of fair Dorinda; Oo 
(ſaid he) that this days Sun ſees me ſo unhappy, to forgo all that is dear to me on 
Earth! But having vented his'ſozrow in Cghs and ſuch-like expꝛeſſons, he began 
to be moze moderate, and recollec his mgnly ſpirits, to foztifie his Reaſon,.that ſo, 
whatever befell him, he might with Foztitude and Patience Cuppozt himlelk. But 
having ky this time travelled far, and night coming on, ye bethought HimCſelf ok a 
place to repoſe in; and having apleaſant Town in P)oſpett, he halted'thither, * and 
tok up in the chief Inn, which was not large, being only a Country Uillage; pet 
not doubting of a Lodging, he late him down, and talled fo2 what tte Fouſe affo2ded, 
and lo ſfayed till much within night befoze he agked whether he might lye there 2 
na,; when calling his Landlady, he put the queſtion ta her, who ſpaking her head, 
18 told 
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told him, That inded they hada ſpare Kam, with a Bed in it, but to deal plainly; 
with him, there had ben koz lome nights paſt a great diſturbante there, by the fozei⸗ 
biy thꝛowing things up and down, and that the could conclude no other from thence, 
than that it was haunted with lome evil Spirit; and koz that reaſon, the ' 
being a Widow-Woman, and many times none but her ſelf and her Maid in the 
Houle, was about to leave it. : 
At the ſeriouſneſs; of this Diſcourſe, delivered withal with ſuch earneſknels, 
Nau x Od could not chooſe-but mile; at which the Hoſteſs ſgmed a little angry, 
tnagintng he laughed at her, as if ſhe had told him a Fable; but he bid her be paci⸗ 
fied, telling her, that ling it Rained, (as inded it did) and was a very ſtoꝛmy 
night, rather than he would be deſtitute of a Lodging, he would venture (with her 
leave) to take up in that Bom; Nay; (laid ſhe, taking him up haſtily) have a care 
Foung-man, what you ſay: for I vow;and proteſt, I would not have any Body come 
to any harm in my Houle for all the World; for (continued ſhe) the nciſe is fo ter- 
rible about Twelve of the Clock, or ſomewhar after, that the ſtouteſt of our Car- 
riers (though you ſee they are great Lubbarly fellows) dare nct venture into the 
Room; Nay, one of them did but juſt put his Snout in, and had a ſtone thrown. at 
him, which beat him down Stairs, and ſo mawled him, that he lay by it three days. 
By this Hawkwocd (who was ofa pꝛompt wit) verily tonteited it mult be ſome trick 
put upon the Þouſe ; fo2 he conſidered, that the Devil leldome oz never carries ſtones 
in his Pocket, by reaſon he alwaties leaves his B1eches at home (ik ever he wears 
any, as ten to one he does not); and thereupon reſted the better latisſled, pzomiſing 
not to refuſe that Bed at any rate. But whilft they were thus -difcourſing,, in 
comes a great Lubbarly fellow, laughing till bis ſides cracked: again ; and being de⸗ 
manded what was the occaſion, could not ſpeak fo pꝛoceding in his Laughter; but 
in the end growing a little calmer, ſaid, That he had ben at the running of a blind 
Rate: And when they deſired him to erpound his Meaning, he ſaid, That blind 
Tom, a fellow well known in the Town, had laid a Wager with another that could 
ſe, to run with him a Mile; but with Proviſo, that himſelf ſhould name the Time 
and plate, and the ot her to be ready at an houres warning, whenever the blind man 
Hould require it. Now, ſays he, you may think this ſomewhat ſtrange; but you 
{hall hear how it happened. The blind man, you'l ſay, being as capable of ſeeing 
in ſo dark a Night as this is, as the other, called him out, about an hour and a half 
ſince, to run down the G1&n-Lane, where (you muſt know) there are divers miry 
Sloughs ; ſome good fellows that ſided with blind Tom, laying Cart-Ropes from 
Hedge to Hedge, and holding either end on the inſide of the Banks, on the brink of 
the Sloughs, when he that had Eyes came:foremoſt; they, with a ſudden jerk, whipt 
up his Heels, and tumbled him over Head and Heels in the Mire; yet not well un- 
derſtanding how the Accident happened, the firſt bout; up he gets, and haſtens on 
to the ſecond Slough, where he was ſer ved in the like nature, and then diſcovered 
che miſchief; by the laughing of thoſe behi d the Hedge; and ſo (fearful to pro- 
<d any further, for fear of breaking his Neck) all bemired, he ſcrambled up into 
ce ietd, and let the blind man iu on:ro win he Wager: And nothin g vexes me, 
but t hat they were ſuch Blocknezds to laugh ; for hadthey! not done it, ten to one, 
the fellow: yrould have conalu ſed, the Spirit at: haunts! Four: Houfe,. had been 
abroad,andiconrjurdup his Heels. Upon this the Bumpkin ſet up a laughing 
again; as it he would have burſt the dd diſt⸗band of this nerches. And although the 
Hodefſes mouth ſtood almof a quarter ot an hour at halk⸗cock, to tell him what 


Hawkwgqrd had pꝛopaſed, vet tauld che nat he heard till his laughter was ended . — 
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then piving ear to what the laid, he greatly diſappꝛobed his refolurton, u for 
bim the dangerous conſequence, and telling him a wozid ok ſtozies ok Dpiri 
Witches, Fairieg, Robin Good-fellows, and the like; the which when Hawkwo 
began to doubt, in relation to the Truth, he quoted the Famous Hiſtozy of Dr, Fan- 
ſtus, the Play of the Lancaſhire Witches, the penny Buk of the Fairy Pꝛankg, and 
the Ballad of Robin Good-fellow, vowing he had len them all in P2int,and wondzed 
that any body would queſtion the truth ok em: But it may be, friend, (continued he 
to Hawkwoud) you are not ſo deep l:arned, nor ſo great a Scholar as I am, and 
there fore have none of theſe Books in your Library. At this Hawkwood rould not 
fozbear ſmiling,and with his lence lam to give conſent to what he afterward ſafd, 
ko; he ſtaid not long, being called away to participate of the Wager. And now bed⸗ 
time being come, tho many perl wallons were uſed by the Voſtels, and others, to avert 
him from lying in that Rom, pet he uſed ſuch Arguments, that he made them reit 
ſatisfied, that (ik he was not a Conjurer, as ſome oł them vainly ton jectured him he 
was a man that had ben converſant in luch matters, and was not akraid ol Spierts: 
And lo furniſhing himſelf with a god Barton, and a dark Lanthszn, with a watch 
Candle in it, up Stairs he goes, and takes poſſeſſion of the Chamber, laying him- 
lelk down on the bed in his Clothes, and letting the things J have mentioned by 
bim; whilſt the Hoſteſs-and the reſt were Trolling theniſelves, and praying fox his 
fucceſs, the fozmer p:otefting upon her honeſty, that if he conjured down, o; freed her 
Houſe from the Spirit, ſhe would give him all the money in her Purſe. - | 
Now lo it happened, that about the uſual hour, that is ſomewhat after Twelve, 
as he was muſing on the matter, he heard ſomething about the Window ; fo2 note, 
it was an upper Rom, which had a Glaſs Calement, which went out into a Gutter, 
betwen two ridges of Houſes, and lo into a Neighbours Houle at a Window ok 
the like nature, Haw kw O Od, as J ſaid, læing this, reſolved (whatever it was) ro 
let it enter without moleſtatſon, and thereupon lay as (tifl as a Monſe in a Theſe ; 
when by and by open liew the Caſcment, and in with the Hels fozmoſt comes ſfome- 
thing all in white, and began to tumble and thꝛow the things about with a terrible 
noile; whereupon Hawk wood ſoktly rearing himlelt up, gots with his Lanthozn in 
one hand, and his Cudgel in the other, and coming as near as was convenient, opens 
his Lanthozn, which ſhining jult in the face of the thing, where the Shꝛoud covered 
t not, he plainly perceived it to be no other than the laughing Fellow, dꝛelled up in 
Piml:co, as Painters fooliſhly Picture o2 fancy the ſhadow of a Ghoſt : At the fight 
of the Light, the Fellow ſtarted back; but ſoon recovering himſelf, thought to out⸗ 
dare Hawkwocd, whom inded (as he afterward confeſſed) he little expected to find 
there, although he had heard him talk of it, but found himſelf miſtaken ; koz John 
ſfepping up to the Beard of him, ſaid, And have I caught ye ? whereupon cecoilinx 
ſtill towards the window, with a keigned, yer lamentable voice, he laid, Mortal, 
come not near me, whoe'er thou art, leſt l deſtroy thee. Not rear thee ! ſaid un⸗ 
daunted Hawkwood, wert thou him that I take thee not to be, I would approa h 
thee. And with that he fell upon him with ſuch fury, that in vain he endeavour d to 
retreat; fo; being a fat and unweildy fellow, in haſtily retiring, be ſtuck kalk in rhe 
Window, with his Bꝛech innermoſt, which Hawkwood belaboured till he cryed gut 
koꝛ Mercy, and then he dꝛagged him in again by the Hels, and pulled the ſhzoud over 
his Ears; whereupon the fellow laked lo imply, that he could not find in his heart 
to give him any moze rough uſage ; but after paſſing ſome Jeſts upon him, ko; his 


ſimplicity, tlapring the Shꝛoud about his Neck, opened the do, ar. lo lead hin 
down Nalco. lea Doe in a Collar; which the Servant-Maid (wyo had _— | 
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with much fear during the ſcuffle) perceiving, runs down one pair of Stairs, and 
tumbles down another, to tell the people, who were aſſembled below in expectation-of 
- the illue, that the Lodger had taken the Devil Pꝛiloner, with a great Ruff about his 
neck, x was bzinging him down amonglt them: Upon theſe woꝛds of the wench, who 
delivered them with abzupt ſtammerings, and a frightful tountenance, they were in a 
Muandarp what to do, whether to ſtay oz to flee the Houſe, fo) now they verily belfe- 
ved young Hawkwocd ts be a Conjurer ; but e're they could determine any thing, 
he entred the Rom, with his P2iſoner, whereat fome ſpuffled one wap, and ſome 
another; but he calling to them, and bidding them not be afraid, fo that no hurt 
would enſue to any, they recolleced their ſcattering Senſes, and at laſt found him 
(who had been ſo long a terroꝛ to them) no other than their Neighbour at the next 
Houſe, ſo that their fear was turned into loud laughter: And the Man looking all 
this while like an Ignoramus, and enduring their gibes and taunts, ingenuoully con- 
: Feled, What he had done, was to make the Hoſteſs leave her Houſe, that it might 
fall into his hands; and koz the Pꝛanks he had played, he ſaid, he was well bumba⸗ 
ſted, and heartily ſozry, hoping that would make ſatisfaction ; but Hawkwood, not 
- content with this, commanded him to ask her kozgivenels upon his Knes ; which 
done, in token of reconciliation, he made them ſhake hands, and kiſs each other.

Now it lo happened, that mabing his Pꝛokeſſion known, he found a dapper young 
fellow in the lame Ueſlel of the like Myſtery; and finding him expert and ingenſous, 
with him he contracted ſuch familiarity, that afterwards they became almoſt inſepa- 
3 Friends, and were ſucceſsful in many Adventures; as the Sequel will mani⸗ 

elt. ? 

Hawkwood, I ſay, having met with a Companion of his Travels, who had almoſt 
been as ſtrangely croled by Foztune as himſelf, eſpecially in the buſineſs of Love, 
which in general he had told him, he imagined his happineſs encreaſed upon him: 
And now they being long at Sea, he made it his requeſt to him, that to paſs away 
the time till they could land at the firlf Fozreign Pozt, he would give him a relation 
of ſome particulars that had paCed, which he pꝛomiſed him, &c. but to run them 
over at p2eſent as bziefly as might be, by reaſon they might other ways pꝛo ve to long 
fo: the Uoyage, and by that he might be obliged ro hzeak off abzuptly. 


I 'wes, 
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I'was (ſaid he) born in Flint⸗ſhire, at a place near St. Winffrers Well, other- 
wiſe called Holy: Well, ſo famoully memorable for its frequent Viſitations, and the 
Cures it performs, and (as Tradition has it) ſprur.g up above a Thouſand Years 
ſince ; where the Head of that Virgin was cut off by a Pagan Prince, from whom 
ſhe fled to ſave her Chaſtity ; and ever ſince, the Red Stones in the bottom of it, &. 
are fancyed as a laſting Memory to her Name and Sanctity, to bear the Tincture of 
her Blood. Here, I ſay, being born, and chriſtenꝰd by the Name of Francis Love- 


well, through the care of a tender Mother, 1 ſoon grew up, a. d being at convenient 


years, was ſent to an Uncle of mine, who profeſſed the Gentle-Craft in London; 
but although he was Rich, he was ſo penurious, that I had not been there a week 


before I began to miſs my Mothers Cupboard (my Father being now dead); for 


being barred of my Belly-Timber, and kept thort ſo ſoon, I began to think that 
worſe might follow; for our Family conſiſted of no more than my Uncle, an old 
Wench, and my ſelf ; and working privately, we lived in a dark ſmoaky Alley, 
over which a diſcouraging Cloud of Night hung, even in the midſt of Day, ſo that 
we ſeemed tolive in miſts and ſhades ; yet were up early and late ; the. Old Man 
taking eſpecial care, that his Couſin ſhould not be idle; ſo that in a ſmall time, with 
making up Wax, ard drawing the Ends, I ſmelt worſe than a Tarpawlin : Nor 
could I have a ſweet breath, for Onions and toaſted Cheeſe was the greateſt part of 
cur Dyet ; which my Uncle extolled above any other Proviſion z only on Sundays 
we were allowed a Butter*d Pudding; but as if Eggs, Plumbs, and Suet, had been as 
great Strangers in London, as in the Deſarts of Arabia, when we ſought for any of 
them, we were forced to return them, like a broken Citizen, Non eſt invent : And 
though Ihad contrived to ſurprize or ſtorm the Cupboard, I had not mended my 
Markets; for indeed my Uncle was ſo kind (however he fared abroad I know not) 
never to exceed us in our Dyet ; and I the rather believe he did it, to encourage us 
to be valiant againſt the Tyrant Famine. By this means, and often faſting, I be- 
came lean, and out of order; I complained indeed, but my complaints were only 
anſwered, It was the Faſhion of the Town to live ſparingly ; ſo that, when at any 
time I got a Penny for carrying home a pair of Shoes, 1 fancies my ſelf as rich as 
Creſus, making it ſerve me for two mornings draughts, at half a pint a time; for 
our Drink at home was no better than our Victuals, not One in Twenty by the taſte 
being able to diſtinguiſh it from Water. Thus, for three Months, I lived a kind of 
an impatient life, every day expecting my Mothers coming up, that I might have 
my Dyet mended, or be removed. But whilſt I was in this expectation , one 
Evening being ſent to a Cuſtomer with a pair of ſhoes, I met a Coffin, with divers 
in Mourning following it, and amongſt the reſt, in a doleful tone, with wringing of 
hands, and many other expreſſions of ſorrow, I heard a woman cry out, O my dear 
Husband ! how am l ſeparated from thee by cruel Deſtiny ! whom] ſo muck loved, 


who wert my Joy, my Hope, and all my Comfort in this World: Thou, alas! (tonti⸗ 


nued ſhe) art now going to a dark and gloomy Houſe, where is no joy, no pleaſure, no 
delight; to an Houſe where the ſound of Muſick is a ſtranger, and where thoſe dwell, 
that neither eat nor drink. Now l being but a Novice, and hearing this deſcription 
of the place, could (at that time) fancy it to be no other than my Uncles houſe; 
and therefore turning back again, I haſted home with all the ſpeed imaginable, and 
fell to knocking at the Door, as it I would have burſt it in pieces; my Uncle called

It fo happened, ſaid he, that an ancient Gentleman, called anthines, kad by 
his Wife deceaſed, oſlo only Daughter, named Etaritida, of Perfonage" lovely: and 
amiable, and in courtedus and modeſt Behaviour excelling tö 4 Wonder! This 
charming Maid no ſooner arrived to that perfection of Years, which fully diſ- 
covered her excellent Features, but her Beauty captivated the hearts of many; but 
ſhe prizing Virtue and true Valour more than Wealth, did not return them the 
ſatisfaction they ſo mich defirgd, but (as it afcerward came to light) ſettled her Af- 
fections upon one, whoſe Fortune ſeemed 9hſcure in the Eyes of dhe Teſt vet many 
of them finding by ſundry Tokens, that their Loves were united to that degree, 
that it would be difficult (if not altogether impoſſible) for them to break the Chain, 
they all of them (except one, more wealthy and powerful than the reſt, who thought 
to overbear him either by Gifts or raragem) relinquilhed their .pretenſions : But 
in the end, this man finding the Beautiful and Yirtuons Clarinda deaf to his Im- 
portunities, endeavouring as much as in her lay, to [ſhun and àvoid kim, being

care of one of his Servants, who (notwithſtanding his Thzeats) had adventured - 
to follow him at a diſtance : And lo coming to the Houſe of Janthines, they found + 
all their Company returned, and amonglt the reſt Lorenzo, which made them the

Ur-Champi:ns being now in France, and hearing of a great Tournament to 
0 be held, at the celebꝛation of the Nuptials cf a Noble:Wan 8 Daughter, they 
(having dilmiſled the Uellel, and well rewarded the Malter with the ſpoiles of the 
Pirates, and other thinga of value) addzels d themſelves thither, with their beauti⸗ 
knl 9 Coctates, whom they had all⸗along perceived to be lo much concerned, as not 
ts refrain wedding Tears, when their Entreaties could not reſtrain them from at- 
tempting eny thing of danger, and often they fancied they had ſen one 02 the other: 
of them hekoze, but where, they could not well imagine; they often likewiſe had 
dieamed (with no ſmall Joy) that they were dilcourſing with their 1 
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and lo, in theſe and other pleaſant Conctits, they at laſt came to the plate where te 
Spozts were appointed, and there they found not only a Noble and Illuſtrious

Matters being bzoughr to this paſs, and Fate reſolving no longer to withſtand 
the T appineſs of our Lovers. thep were introduced into the Chamber where their 
Wiltrifſes ſate in ſumptuous Attire, at the ürſt fight of whom they were truck 
with fuchamazement, that they could ſca; ce believe, but that it was rather a plea: 
ling Uigon. than true; but when they were-thzoughly convincedof the reality, and 
made ſenſible of all that fad happened, What Tongue can exp2eſs the Joy and Won: - 
der that at once-ſurp2i;ed them? And nod being no longer doubtful of each others 
Conftancy, they embzated in fold:d A'ms of Love, with all rhe recipzocal Joy ima- 
ginable, having a Thoyſand tender things to ſay at once, which kozcing one upon 
another, eden topped the paſſage of their Uoices, ard left them ro figh out the grea⸗ 
ter zart; infomuch, that Dorinda had at that time no power to excuſe her hard: 
heartedneſs; no2 Lami'a to teſt how (afrer ſhe was ſeparated from him in the night) 
the pꝛotured of that Coi'fin of hers Man's Apparel, to go in ſearch of him; noz how 
tSeluckily happened to enter the Ship where he was, and finding her diſguiſed Ha ir, 
S2ouded her fcom his knowledge; no2 many things moze : But when this extaſie 
was over, fear ſo wꝛought, leſt they might again be trolled, they reſolved to tye the 
Knot too faſt fox any hut Death to lunder. But the Touſin undertaking to hzing

of Joy enibzaced rheir Taughrer ; and being made fully ſenſible of all that had hap- 
pened, kræly conſented, That as their Hearts was joyned, their Handg would not be 
kept alunder: So that the Ceremony being perfozmed in the pꝛeſente of a great - 
number of woꝛthy perſons a Feaſt of ten days enſued, with ſuch Mirth and Jollity, -- 
as beſented rhe conſurmetion of ſo great a Happſneſs. Noz were Gilbert and the 
fair Lucrina wanting, to-erp:eſs the many obligations they had laid upon them; 
No leſs did ſhe wonder, when ſhe knew how He had ben miſtaken ; yet not repen⸗ 
ting of what we had done. Songs and Pulk, with all manner of Uarieties,ſpoke

The Solenmity and Feaſtival being over, whilſt the whole Kingdom rung of

upon the Helm, a Pavilion purple, garnifhþed with Gold, Kc. 


As a further mark of Honour, King Henry the Seventh favoured this Coinpany, 
with condeſcending to be fre of it; as many of his Pzedeceſſozs the Kings of Eng- 


land, had ben; (Viz:) Richard rhe Second, Henry the Fourth, Henry the Fifth, 
Henry the Sixth, Edward the Fourth, Richard the Third, &c. And koz that divers 
ok that Fraternity trading fn Merchandiſe, abꝛoad and at home, to the great enrich: 
ing and advantage of the Kingdom, &c. Therekoze did the laid Henry the Seventh 


(by his eſpecial Gꝛant) Intoꝛpozate them, by the Names of Maſters and Wardens, 
Merchant- Taylors, ofthe Fraternity of St. John Baptiſt, in the City of London. 
Thus having ſpoken byiefly of the Oziginal Riſe and Encreaſe of this wozthy 
Company, J now pzoced to tell of what moze redounds to their Honour, (Viz.) 
T hey have in their Care and Pꝛotectlon a famous Gzammar⸗Schol, known by the 
Name of Merchant- Taylors Free-School, founded by the Maſter and Wardens of 
that Company, Anno 1561. fn Suffolk- lane, in the Pariſh of St. Lawrence Pount- 
ney ; and near to it, divers Alms-houſes, in which are generally placed Seven de- 
cayed Men of the Company, and their Wives, if they have any, and had at 
firſt the-Allowanceof Fourteen pence awek each, but ſince entrealed to the Sum of

pence a week each, being pay*'d wekly, beſide Eight pound Fiften ſhillings, pay*d 

n Treaſury, fo2 the pꝛobiũon of Fewel. Noz has the boun- 
tcous Liberality of pzivate Members of this Company, at any time ben inferiour to 
ti beſt ; of which, that their Fame may live as a Pattern to others, to emulate oz 


imitate, J ſhall particularize a ſew, ( Viz.) 


Robert Thorn, erchant⸗Tayloz, dying Arno 1532. bequeathed by his Teſta- 
ment, to ſundzy charitable uſes, in Gods and Moneys, upward of the value of Four 
Thouſand pounds; together with Five Thouſand One Hundzed and Fozty pounds 


to his Relations ; and pet pꝛoceding to a Charity no leſs than the kozmer, he over- | 
and-above fo2gave his Debtozs all. they owed him. | 


Sir Thomas Whitt, who was Lozd Mays! of the Honourable City of London, 
Anno 1534.,and a Bother of this Society, founded St. John Baptiſt College in 
Oxford, erected Schools at Briſtol, Reading, and another College at Higham Fer- 
ries, and diſtributed ſeveral Thouſands of pounds to other Charitable Tiles. 

Sir Thomas Row, Knight, Lozd Yayo? of the honourable City of I ondon, Anno

1553, a Fember of this Society, ersded the new Thurch-Vard in Bethlehem, and 


gave an Bundzed pounds to be lent to Eight poz men, without Uſe ;. and Fozty 


pounds a Beer. fo ever, to maintain Ten pe2 Wen, to be choſen out of five ſeveral 
Companvs, (Y.1z.) Cloth-wozkers, Armourers, Tylers, Carpenters, and Plat- 


ſterers. 


Sit Thomas OAy, Merchant⸗Taxloz, and Mayo! of London, who dyed Anno
